From  around  the  world  mon- 
ey and  support  has  been  sent  to  Haiti  in  an 
effort  to  not  only  help  rebuild  the  country,  but 
to  help  save  the  lives  of  the  survivors.  While 
many  have  sent  supplies  for  assistance,  only 
a  few  have  actually  had  the  chance  to  travel 
to  Haiti  themselves  to  help  out.  But  because 
of  a  small  window  of  opportunity  and  with  a 
little  bit  of  luck,  some  of  the  staff  at 
the  Creighton  University  Medical 
Center  have  been  given  the  chance 
to  go  down  to  Haiti  and  help  the 
victims  first-hand.  r 

On  Jan. 1 6,  just  four  days  after  the 
earthquake  had  hit,  a  nine-member 
surgical  team  based  out  of  Creigh- 
ton departed  from  the  U.S.  en  route 
to  the  Dominican  Republic,  where 
they  would  then  go  into  Haiti  to 
help  out  anyone  in  need.  CUMC 
surgeon  Brian  Loggie  organized  the 
trip,  which  took  a  mere  36  hours  to    '  - 
put  together.  At  the  time  that  they 
departed  it  was  not  known  where 


exactly  they  would  be  aiding  victims,  but  the 
team  took  supplies  and  medicine  with  them 
to  be  prepared  for  wherever  they  are  needed. 
A  private  donor  and  other  donations  paid  for 
the  flight  down  to  the  area.  While  a  return 
flight  has  not  been  issued  yet,  money  has 
been  raised  for  it. 

As  a  follow  up  to  the  first  team,  several 
other  teams  have  either  left  to  go  to  Haiti  or 
are  planning  to.  Just  three  days  after  the  first 
team  had  departed,  a  second  team  followed 
in  their  stead,  a  four-person  group  to  help 
bring  more  medical  supplies,  led  by  pharma- 
cist John  Guzallis.  Much  of  the  challenge  was 


not  only  to  provide  help  to  the  Haitians,  but 
to  also  first  and  foremost  be  able  to  reach  the 
victims.  Because  of  the  destruction  in  Haiti 
the  medical  teams  have  had  to  land  in  the 
Dominican  Republic,  which  borders  Haiti,  and 
then  head  into  the  country  to  try  and  find  a 
base  to  help  any  and  all  who  need  care. 

In  January,  a  third  team,  made  up  of  1 1  nurs- 
es and  Creighton  physician  Theresa  Townley, 
left  Omaha  to  end  up  in  Jimani,  a  border  town 
in  the  Dominican  Republic  where  many  of  the 
victims  have  sought  help.  Creighton  is  hoping 
to  send  many  more  medical  supplies. 
In  addition  to  the  efforts,  the  university  has 


also  taken  other  steps  to  help  out 
the  earthquake  victims.  On  Jan. 
1 6,  at  a  men's  basketball  game, 
Creighton  students  went  around 
and  collected  donations  from 
the  fans  for  the  Haitian  people, 
I  and  there  have  also  been  spe- 
I  cial  collections  done  by  various 
organizations  around  campus.  All 
of  the  activity  is  through  the  will 
of  the  students  and  staff,  and  is 
a  testament  to  the  opportunities 
-^  that  might  come  about  through 
'^  Creighton.  --

HI  N1,  also  known  as  the  swine 
flu,  has  beconne  a  prominent  con- 
cern on  Creighton's  campus. 
Creighton  officials  have  begun 
to  take  measures  set  up  many 
precautions  to  limit  or  delay  a 
possible  outbreak. 

"Our  precautions  include 
anything  from  personal  hygiene 
and  cleaning  high  traffic  areas,  to 
staying  at  home  when  ill,  and  en- 
couraging vaccines  through  free 
flu  shot  clinics  later  this  fall,"Tanya 
Winegard,  assistant  vice  president 
of  Student  Life  and  Services,  said. 

The  symptoms  for  swine  flu 
including:  fever,  cough,  sore 
throat,  body  aches,  headache, 
chills,  fatigue  and  vomiting  in 
some  cases. 

"Creighton  has  called  on 
students  with  these  sympoms  to 
stay  at  home  in  isolation  for  at 
least  seven  days,  and  then  anoth- 
er 24  hours  after  the  symptoms 
have  subsided/'Tanya  Winegard 
said  in  e-mails  from  the  Center  for 
Student  Health. 

If  the  symptoms  do  not  get  bet- 
ter within  a  week,  hospitalization 
is  necessary. 

"With  swine  flu  becoming  a  ma- 
jor issue,  it  is  crucial  for  students 


to  maintain 
a  healthy 
lifestyle," 
said  Nicola 
Prewitt, 
MDMPH, 
"that 
includes 
not  only  - 

maintain- 
ing good 
sleeping  i 

patterns, 
eating  well, 
but  cutting 
back  on 
deleterious 
toxins  such 
as  alcohol 

and  cigarette  smoke  from  enter- 
ing the  body." 

Schools  across  the  country 
have  already  experienced  effects 
of  HI  N1.  At  the  University  of 
Illinois,  1 1  cases  have  been  re- 
ported. At  Xavier,  students  have 
begun  to  wear  masks  to  protect 
themselves  from  the  outbreak. 
Some  schools  have  closed  be- 
cause of  HI  N1. 

"Along  with  wearing  masks, 
I  suggest  that  students  buy 
humidifiers  for  their  apartments 
or  dorms  to  help  keep  humid- 


ity levels  high,  which  has  been 
shown  to  cut  back  the  viability  of 
theHlNI  virus  survival,"  Prewitt 
said. 

Creighton  has  released  articles 
that  advise  students  to  report 
illness  to  their  resident  advisors 
as  soon  as  possible  so  the  student 
can  be  isolated. 

Furthermore,  Winegard  said 
extra  cleaning  procedures  have 
been  put  in  place  in  the  common 
areas  of  dorms  and  high  traffic 
areas.  She  stressed  prevention  as 
a  key  factor  in  limiting  the  spread 
ofHlNI. 


There  will  also  be  a 
free  flu  clinic  for  Creigh 
ton  students,  prob- 
ably in  October,  and 
Winegard  added  there 
will  be  incentives  for 
students  to  participate 

The  Center  for  Dis- 
ease Control  stresses 
that  washing  hands 
frequently  with  soap 
and  water  is  a  highly 
effective  way  to  save     | 
students  from  the 
stresses  of  HI  N1. 
Students  around  cam- 
pus seem  to  be  worried 
about  this  virus;  how- 
ever, some  are  less  wor-| 
ried  than  others,  such  as  Houston 
Johansen,  Arts  &  Sciences  senior. 
"While  I  think  HI  N1  is  concern- 
ing, in  my  opinion  the  media 
hype  about  it  has  caused  the 
public  to  become  misinformed 
and  overly  concerned,"  said  Jo- 
hansen. "The  reality  is  that  while 
it  is  a  problem  it  is  not  going  to 
wipe  us  off  the  face  of  the  earth." ' 
Students  at  Creighton  are  called 
to  maintain  a  healthy  lifestyle  to 
ensure  that  studies  are  uninter- 
rupted during  the  fall  and  winter 
to  come.

Creighton's  recognition  in  a  recent  survey  would  make  Mr.  Rogers 
proud.  Creighton  ranked  sixth  in  a  national  survey  of  "best  neighbor" 
colleges  and  universities,  "Saviors  of  Our  Cities:  Survey  of  Best  Colleges 
and  University  Civic  Partnerships,"  released  Oct.  1 2,  2009,  at  the  annual 
conference  of  the  Coalition  of  Urban  and  Metropolitan  Universities. 
The  survey  measures  the  involvement  of  urban  colleges  and  univer- 
sities in  their  respective  communities.  It  was  compiled  by  Dr.  Evan 
Dobelle,  president  of  Westfield  State  College  in  Massachusetts  and 
former  president  of  the  New  England  Board  of  Higher  Education,  as  a 
follow-up  to  his  2006  survey. 

Dobelle  decided  to  re-examine  the  rankings  because  of  the  change 
in  the  economy  and  the  desire  to  see  how  universities  responded  to 
the  resulting  struggles  in  the  community. 

"We  utilized  the  same  survey  criteria  in  2009  as  he  did  in  2006  with 
some  important  additions,"  said  Michael  Konig,  a  colleague  of  Dobelle 
at  Westfield  State  College.  "These  included  substantially  more  research 
conducted  by  both  Dr.  Dobelle  and  myself  and  strategically 
f      planned  interviews  with  the  presidents,  civic  engagement 
_^    directors  or  their  designees  at  many  of  the  institutions  best 


noted  for  successful  community  programs."  j 

The  survey  was  based  on  several  criteria,  including  length  of  involveH 
ment  in  the  community,  faculty  and  student  involvement  in  commu- 
nity service,  real  dollars  invested,  continued  sustainability  of  neigh- 
borhood initiatives  and  recognition  of  the  impact  of  the  institutions 
within  their  community. 

"You  see  all  of  those  [criteria]  and  say 'yes,  we  do  have  all  of  those,'" 
Cindy  Workman,  associate  director  of  Public  Relations  for  Creigh- 
ton, said.  "We  received  an  e-mail  that  said  'congratulations  on  being 
named.' We  didn't  know  the  survey  was  being  done;  it  was  very  much  a 
surprise." 

Workman  cited  Creighton's  many  community  partnerships  as  well 
as  its  accessibility  to  the  community  as  ways  that  Creighton  is  a  good 
neighbor. 

"There  are  many,  many  programs  Creighton  and  the  students  pro- 
vide in  service  to  the  community." 

The  Rev.  John  Schlegel,  S.J.,  said  Creighton  has  invested  more  than 
$285  million  in  needed  academic,  student  and  community  facilities 
that  have  improved  the  economic  vitality,  cultural  renewal  and  civic 
engagement  of  both  the  university  and  the  city.

On  Aug.  22, 2009,  more  than 
1 ,000  freshmen  students  were 
safely  nestled  in  their  lofts,  for 
a  quiet  evening  on  Creighton 
University's  campus.  Well  maybe 
that's  not  exactly  how  it  went,  but 
at  least  their  parents  like  to  think 
so.  Nevertheless,  1,000  freshmen 
students  is  an  enormous  amount! 
In  1979,  the  freshmen  class  came 
in  at  989  students  and  since  then, 
there  hasn't  been  a  class  large 
enough  to  compete  with  this 
year's  enrollment.  With  the  help 
of  this  large  class,  Creighton  is 
placed  among  the  top  five  private 
universities  in  the  Midwest  with 
undergraduate  enrollments  of 
more  than  4,000  students. 
Impressively,  despite  the  eco- 
nomic crisis,  the  massive  fresh- 
men class  has  also  contributed 
to  Creighton  being  named  one 
of  the  top  45  private  universi- 
ties nationally  and  now  the  top 
eight  U.S.  Catholic  universities 
and  colleges.  With  that  in  mind, 
who  wouldn't  say,  "the  more  the 
merrier?" 

When  dealing  with  a  large 
quantity  of  people,  there  are  go- 
ing to  be  ups  and  downs.  Some 
of  them  are  obvious  and  some  of 
them  occur  behind  the  scenes. 

Sophomore  student  Katie 
Thompson  lives  in  the  McGloin 
apartments  and  feels  having  a 
large  freshmen  class  is  ultimately 
a  downfall  for  the  students.

"There  needs  to  be  more 
dorms  for  freshmen  only.  Some 
of  them  are  living  in  apartments 
like  Heider  Hall  and  it's  unfortu- 
nate for  them  because  they  aren't 
getting  the  full  dorm  experience," 
Thompson  said.  "I  feel  they  are 
missing  out  on  a  what  a  huge 
part  of  freshmen  year  is  about." 
Thompson  continued  to  explain 
that  she  wouldn't  trade  living  in 
a  tiny  dorm  room  with  a  room- 
mate for  anything,  because  it's  all 
about  learning  to  make  it  work. 

Creighton  University's  Direc- 
tor of  Admissions,  Joe  Bezousek, 
explained  the  role  the  Office  of 
Admissions  played  in  recruitment. 
"From  the  admissions  perspec- 
tive, we  see  the  result  of  a  whole 
community  coming  together.  We 
don't  want  all  the  recognition  be- 
cause when  everyone  comes  to- 
gether, we  can  work  to  reach  out 
to  a  lot  of  people,"  Bezousek  said. 
"It's  very  important  to  personalize 
the  recruitment  process  and  we 
believe  that's  what  the  student's 
remember  when  it  comes  time  to 
choose  a  school." 

Creighton  is  known  through- 
out the  country  for  the  personal 
attention  that  comes  along  with 
recruitment,  this  is  shown  with 
the  70  transfers  we  received  this 
year. 

Bezousek  repeatedly  refused 
admissions  to  take  all  the  credit. 
"Residence  life  did  a  wonderful 
job  with  housing  accommoda- 


tions for  such  great  amounts  of 
students.  As  far  as  parking  goes, 
people  will  always  get  a  spot,  it's 
just  a  matter  of  having  to  walk  a 
little  bit  farther  than  you  used  to," 
he  said. 

Andrew  Locke,  Arts  &  Sciences 
junior,  lives  off  campus  and  is  tak- 
ing a  whole  different  standpoint 
from  most  others.  He  sees  the 
large  amount  of  freshmen  as  a 
definite  plus. 

"To  me,  it's  a  great  thing.  Think 
about  all  the  prestigious  schools 
in  the  country.  All  are  of  great 
size.  The  bigger  Creighton  gets, 
the  better  chance  we  have  to 
compete  with  these  schools  as 
far  as  athletics,  academics  and

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\     In  his  report,  Dobelle  also  mentions  specific  ways  that 
Creighton  helps  the  Omaha  community,  including  the  devel- 
opment of  the  riverfront  and  other  long-term  urban  renewal 
projects  and  the  work  the  CCSJ  does  to  create  a  community 
grounded  in  values  offaith,  service  and  justice. 

"I  think  Creighton  offers  a  lot  of  opportunities  for  students 
to  be  involved  in  the  community," Christine  Koehler,  Nursing 
sophomore  said.  "I  am  proud  to  go  to  a  school  that  cares  so 
much  about 
the  community." 

"It's  a  point  of  pride  that  our  strong  partnership  with  Omaha 
and  the  people  of  the  region  has  been  recognized,"  Workman 
said,  "but  we  are  still  going  to  do  that  whether  or  not  we're 
recognized."

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Sure,  holding  the  door  open  for  the  person 
behind  you  is  considered  polite,  but  is  it  safe?

Over  the  past  five  years,  all  buildings  on 
campus  have  been  fitted  with  key  card  entry 
systems.  You  tap  your  ID  and  you  get  in. 
Simple.  But  people  without  IDs  are  still  finding 
their  way  into  buildings  when  they  are  locked 
on  nights  and  weekends.  During  a  three 
-week  period,  members  of  the  Creightonian 
staff  walked  the  campus  with  non-Creighton 
students,  to  see  how  secure  this  campus  is. 

We  tested  30  buildings  on  campus,  includ- 
ing all  of  the  dorms  to  find  out  how  easy  it  is 
to  access  these  locked  buildings,  (see  special 
section  for  a  map  of  all  the  buildings.  Of  all 
the  buildings  tested,  intruders  were  not  able 
to  access  the  administration  building,  Galla- 
gher Hall,  Heider  Hall  and  Kennefick  Hall. 

Gate  Buddenberg,  senior  at  University  of 
Nebraska  at  Omaha,  traveled  to  Deglman, 
Kiewitt,  Gallagher,  Swanson  and  McGloin 
residence  halls  last  week. 

"I  was  surprised  I  was  able  to  get  in  so 
easily,"  she  said.  "I  clearly  didn't  belong  and  I 
looked  lost,  but  no  one  said  anything." 

She  traveled  up  to  the  top  floors  in  the 
dorms  and  wandered  around  the  hallways. 
She  said  even  though  people  looked  at  her 
curiously,  no  one  asked  her  what  she  was  do- 
ing. Gallagher  Hall  was  the  only  dorm  she  was 
not  allowed  into. 

She  walked  in  the  front  door  and  was 
stopped  by  desk  workers.  She  told  them  she 
just  needed  to  run  upstairs,  but  they  would 
not  let  her  pass. 

"They  were  the  only  ones  who  really 
seemed  to  care,"  she  said.  "I  was  hoping  I 
couldn't  get  in  to  any  dorms,  but  just  that  first 
one  (Gallagher)  stopped  me." 

Mitch  Barry,  a  UNO  junior,  attempted  to  get 
into  Heider  and  Kenefick  residence 
^      hall,  but  was  unable  to  get  in.  Barry 
^^    made  it  through  the  first  set  of 
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doors  and  was  allowed  into  Kenefick's  front 
entryway  by  the  desk  workers.  Once  in,  the 
workers  asked  for  his  room  number  and  de- 
nied further  access  when  he  didn't  have  one. 

"I  think  the  Resident  Life  people  working 
at  the  front  desk  of  Kenefick  did  a  great  job," 
Barry  said.  "They  did  what  they  were  sup- 
posed to.  But  Heider  definitely  has  more 
security,"  he  said.  "You  can't  even  open  up  the 
front  door,  unlike  Kenefick  when  you  could  at 
least  get  into  the  lobby." 

Rick  Macauliff,  director  of  Creighton  Public 
Safety,  said  students  allowing  strangers  in  to 
buildings  is  a  problem. 

"Students  see  it  as  a  courtesy,  but  it's  just 
that  some  students  can  get  complacent  on 
campus  since  it  is  just  a  comfortable  atmo- 
sphere," he  said.  "Anything  that  happens 
around  the  country  can  happen  on  a  college 
campus." 

According  to  Dept.  of  Justice  statistics,  uni- 
versities are  safer  than  their  neighborhoods, 
but  that  doesn't  stop  crime  from  happening 
to  students.  CU  students  reported  three  mug- 
gings in  the  first  month  of  classes  alone. 

While  Public  Safety  patrols  area  between 
16th  and  32nd  Streets  and  between  Cuming 
and  Dodge  Streets,  Macauliff  said  crime  hap- 
pens sporadically  in  this  part  of  town. 

"We  have  a  population  of  7,000  students, 
2,000  faculty  and  around  1 ,000  visitors  in  any 
given  day.  When  you  have  a  group  that  size, 
you  are  bound  to  have  incidents,"  Macauliffe 
said.  One  important  piece  to  keeping  campus 
safe  is  hiring  a  staff  with  different  expertise. 

Public  Safety  officers  have  experience  in  the 
military,  medicine  or  paramedics,  law  enforce- 
ment or  were  former  Creighton  students."We 
have  a  good  group  here,  with  good  skills  and 
a  responcible  student  body,"  he  said.  "I  think 
we  are  doing  well." 

One  student,  who  has  worked  for  public 
safety  before,  said  there  is  more  that  can 
be  done.  This  student,  who  asked  to  remain 
anonymous,  said  Creighton  provides  a  pro- 
gram where  a  "buddy,"  usually  a  work-study 
for  Public  Safety,  can  escort  students  around 
campus  after  dark  and  on  weekends. 

Two  problems  persist  with  this  program. 
One,  no  students  use  it,  he  said.  The  other,  "I 
wouldn't  know  what  to  do  if  someone  came 
up  to  me  or  a  person  I  was  escorting  and  say, 
tried  to  mug  us,"  he  said.  "The  only  real  service 
I  would  provide  is  making  students  feel  safer." 

Still,  of  the  nearly  1 0  buddies  on  staff  at 
any  point  in  time,  all  carry  walkie  talkies  to 
radio  in  suspicious  activity.  This  source  said  he 
never  saw  suspicious  activity  when  patrolling 
campus,  but  then  again,  he  wasn't  always 
looking  for  it.  "Sometimes  I  would  clock  in 


and  go  back  to  my  room  and  do  homework. 
I'd  leave  my  walkie  talkie  on,  but  what  are  the 
odds  I  am  the  person  who  sees  like  a  major 
car  accident  or  something,"  he  said.  According 
to  him,  he  was  not  the  only  person  working 
for  public  safety  to  slack  on  the  job.  He  would 
see  "buddies"  chatting  with  friends  or  eating 
in  Brandeis  during  their  shifts.  Even  the  hired 
officers,  he  said,  could  do  more. 

"I  listened  in  on  the  walkie  talkies  and  they    ' 
are  just  chatting  some  of  the  time.  Just  sitting  i 
in  their  cars,"  he  said.  "It's  a  boring  job  a  lot  of 
the  time,  but  maybe  these  officers  could  use     ' 
that  time  to  get  to  know  the  students  better. 
That  would  be  a  step  to  breaking  down  some 
of  that  strained  relationship  between  public 
safety  and  students." 

Still,  this  student  said  he  feels  safe.  Working 
for  public  safety  is  a  boring  job  because  crime 
stays  off  the  Creighton  mall,  he  said.  Neil  Bhat- 
terai,  president  of  the  Inter  Residence  Hall 
Government,  said  a  big  part  of  staying  safe  is 
creating  a  community  where  you  live  and  tak- 
ing responsibility  for  the  building  you  live  in. 

"We  shouldn't  only  rely  on  staff  members 
to  keep  us  safe,  it's  a  personal  responsibil- 
ity as  well,"  he  said.  The  idea  of  holding  the 
door  open  for  a  stranger,  letting  someone  in 
a  building  who  is  knocking  on  the  door  or 
being  unaware  of  surroundings  can  make  the 
entire  community  less  safe,  he  said. 

"I  call  it  the  iSociety,  where  people  are  so 
plugged  into  their  iPods,  Blackberries,  text 
message  and  things  that  they  don't  see  what's 
going  on  around  them,"  he  said.  'Sure  you  are 
connecting  with  people,  but  it  is  in  a  very  pas- 
sive way,  and  IRHG  supports  people  actively 
connecting.  We  give  people  a  platform  to 
get  together,  know  their  neighbors  and  build 
community." 
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One  morning,  Cat  Abrahann  got 
a  call  from  her  roommate. 

"Where  are  you?"  she  asked. 

"I'm  in  Delaware.  I'm  going  sky- 
diving," Jennifer  Steinman  replied. 

Abraham  said  that  day  summed 
up  who  her  roommate,  sorority 
sister  and  good  friend  was.  Stein- 
man, a  Creighton  Nursing  gradu- 
ate, passed  away  Nov.  4  after  a 
lifelong  battle  with  cancer. 

"That's  who  Jenny  was,"  Abra- 
ham said.  "She  was  always  up  for 
anything.  She  knew  how  precious 
life  was."  ^^ 

Steinman  was  born  and  raised 
in  St.  Louis.  At  1 1 ,  she  discovered 
she  had  Ewing's  Sarcoma,  a  type 
of  cancer  that  affects  the  bones 
and  soft  tissue.  After  she  received 
a  stem-cell  transplant,  her  cancer 
went  into  remission  for  eight 
years. 
fj     Steinman  was  a  member  of 
the  Gamma  Phi  Beta  sorority  at 
Creighton  and  a  2008  graduate  of 
the  Nursing  School. 
I     After  graduating,  Steinman  and 
Abraham  moved  to  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  to  be  roommates  and 
continue  their  research.  Because 
of  Steinman's  past,  she  chose 
oncology. 

"She  was  a  really  good  nurse; 
she  cared  about  everyone  she 
met,"  Abraham  said. 

After  only  living  in  D.C.  a  few 
months,  Steinman  found  a  lump 
on  her  rib  and  went  to  the  emer- 
gency room. 
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"Before  we  got  there,  Jenny  said 
to  me, 'No  matter  what  this  is,  I'm 
going  to  be  OK,'"  Abraham  said, 
recalling  Steinman's  devotion  to 
her  Catholic  faith. 

Steinman  had  the  rib  removed, 
and  then  discovered  the  had 
cancer  spread  to  her  lung. 

After  that  moment,  she  kept 
fighting.  Jenny  did  everything  in 
her  power  to  make  herself  heal, 
Abrahams  said  in  her  eulogy.  She 
changed  her  diet  completely. 
She  told  her  mom  "I  don't  have 
any  control  over  this  cancer,  but 
I  have  control  over  what  I  put  in 


my  body." 

She  took  control  where  she 
could  and  kept  a  sense  of  humor 
during  it.  She  told  me  one  time,  "I 
have  decided  to  name  my  tumor. 
T-l-M-S.'TumorlnMySide.'" 

Abraham  said  Steinman  would 
laugh  and  call  saying  that  "TIMS" 
was  acting  up. 

"That  was  Jenny,  always  trying 
to  make  some  fun  and  good  out 
of  a  bad  situation,"  she  said. 

While  at  Creighton,  Steinman 
got  her  sorority  involved  in  Relay 
For  Life. 

Kristin  Fitzgerald,  Gamma  Phi 
Beta  president,  said  Steinmann's 


ydney  Jon 


excitement  got  the  entire  sorority 
excited  about  Relay  for  Life,  an 
event  to  raise  cancer 
awareness. 

"She  told  us  her  story  about 
overcoming  cancer  as  a  child  and 
we  could  all  see  how  passionate 
she  was  about  second  chances  in 
life,"  Fitzgerald  said.  "She  was  able 
to  just  light  up  a  room." 

Since  Steinman's  death,  the 
women  of  Gamma  Phi  Beta 
have  been  wearing  their  sorority 
badges  over  their  hearts  in  re- 
membrance of  her.  They  have  also 
started  taking  up  a  collection  for 
St.  Jude's  Hospital  in  her  honor. 

"I  think  what  we  really  need  to 
remember  is  what  she  stood  for 
and  what  she  stood  for  is  exactly 
what  Creighton  stands  for  —  her 
morals,  her  service  to  others," 
Fitzgerald  said. 

Steinman's  funeral  was  held 
in  St.  Louis,  where  she  had  been 
living  while  undergoing  treat- 
ment. Abraham  said  more  than 
500  people,  including  22  sorority 
sisters,  made  it  to  the  wake. 

"She  was  able  to  touch  so  many 
lives,"  Abrahams  said. 

"Jenny  was  an  angel  on  earth 
doing  God's  work  in  every  aspect 
of  her  life,  bringing  out  the  best 
in  her  friends  and  her  family  and 
pushing  us  to  do  more,"  Abraham 
said  in  her  eulogy.  "Her  life  was  a 
journey  to  do  better  —  to  make 
a  difference.  And  it  is  our  duty  to 
continue  the  legacy  and  the  les- 
sons she  taught  all  of  us." 


Business  senior  Sydney  Jones  died  earlier 
this  year  after  she  collapsed  on  campus. 

Doctors  discovered  that  a  pulmonary 
embolism  had  traveled  through  her  heart 
and  lungs,  causing  damage.  She  underwent 
immediate  surgery  but  suffered  from  com- 
plications that  required  her  to  be  placed  on  a 
heart-lung  assist  machine. 

A  few  days  after  her  death,  friends  and 
classmates  gathered  in  St.  John's  Church  in  a 
rosary  service. 

About  25  members  of  the  Creighton  com- 
munity attended  the  service.  Several  faculty 


led  the  service,  including  business  professor 
Tim  Bastian,  Dr.  John  Cernech  and  the  Rev. 
BertThelen,  S.J.  A  rosary  service  was  simul- 
taneously held  at  Jones'  parish  in  Sioux  Falls, 
S.D.,  her  hometown. 

"I  was  deeply  moved  by  Sydney's  family 
and  their  faith,"  said  the  Rev.  Andy  Alexander, 
S.J.,  in  an  e-mail.  "They  clearly  loved  her  and 
each  other  deeply  ...  I  was  also  moved  by  our 
students,  friends  of  Sydney,  who  were  up  at 
the  hospital  each  day  and  night,  saying  the 
rosary,  comforting  the  family  and  supporting 
one  another  with  their  faith." 


A  pulmonary  embolism  is  a  medical  condi- 
tion in  which  one  or  more  arteries  in  the  lungs 
become  blocked. 

Jones' family  and  friends  declined  to  com- 
ment. They  ask  that  people  keep  the  Jones 
family  in  their  prayers. 

A  visitation  was  held  at  St.  Lambert's  Catho- 
lic Church  in  Sioux  Falls  and  a  Christian  wake 
followed.  The  funeral  was  at  St.  Lambert's. 
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Only  a  few  boxes  and  blankets  protected 
Creighton  students  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the 
Kiewit  Fitness  Center. 

On  the  night  of  Nov.  1 2,  over  1 00  students 
participated  in  the  Grate  Creighton  Sleepout, 
which  was  organized  to  raise  awareness  and 
increase  understanding  of  the  hardships 
faced  by  the  homeless  community.  The  event 
was  organized  by  Creighton's  chapter  of  Phi 
Delta  Theta  in  partnership  with  Llegado  de 
Compacion  as  a  part  of  Justice  Through  Soli- 
darity week. 

Participants  in  the  sleepout  experienced 
what  a  typical  night  for  a  homeless  person 
would  be  like  by  spending  the  night  outside. 
They  were  sheltered  by  nothing  but  a  few 
blankets  and,  in  some  cases,  a  cardboard  box. 

"I  am  here  for  the  experience  and  to  share 
this  with  all  of  my  fellow  students,"  said  Becky 
Davies,  Arts  &  Sciences  senior.  "I  think  this 
could  be  powerful,  and  I  am  excited  about 
how  many  people  share  this  curiosity  with 
me." 

The  inspiration  for  this  event  came  from  the 
Grate  American  Sleepout,  which  is  a  similar 
experience  held  in  universities  across  the 
nation. 

Michael  Kulig,  social  justice  chair  for  Phi 
Delta  Theta  and  co-coordinator  for  the  event, 
first  learned  about  this  experience  when 
his  high  school  held  a  similar  event.  When 
Creighton's  Justice  and  Peace  Society  con- 
tacted him  about  participating  in  Justice 
Through  Solidarity  week,  he  knew  it  would  be 
a  great  opportunity  to  bring  the  experience  to 
Creighton's  campus. 

Arts  &  Sciences  senior  Anna  Budinger  and 
Arts  &  Sciences  junior  Rebecca  Harvey,  both 
members  of  Llegado  de  Compacion,  part- 
nered with  Kulig  in  coordinating  the  night. 

"After  [the  Justice  and  Peace  Society] 
contacted  us  about  putting  on  an  event  for 
Justice  Through  Solidarity  week,  we  were 
trying  to  figure  out  what  we  could  do  to  build 
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awareness

Some  students  brought 
large  cardboard  boxes  of  their  own  to  shelter 
them  from  the  night  wind,  while  others 
bundled  up  and  slept  on  top  of  a  blanket. 

"I  think  homeless  people  must  be  some  of 
the  strongest  citizens  in  the  world,  because 
I  don't  know  how  anyone  can  go  out  every 
night  and  face  the  cold  with  how  little  they 
have,"  Kulig  said.  "There  is  a  loneliness  that 
comes  with  being  homeless  just  because 
there  are  not  many  people  who  can  relate  to 
that  experience." 

Tim  Sully,  director  of  development  at  the 
Siena/Francis  House,  came  to  speak  to  the 
students  at  8  p.m.  about  the  reality  of  the  life 
in  the  homeless  community. 

After  Sully  spoke  and  a  short  discussion, 
participants  bundled  up  and  got  ready  to  face 
the  night,  many  of  them  forming  small  groups 
to  keep  warm.  Although  not  everyone  stayed 
the  entire  night,  many  endured  the  cold  until 
7  a.m. 

Despite  the  40  degree  temperature  and 


cloudy  skies,  most  students  were  pleased 
with  the  progress  of  the  event.  Many  spent 
the  night  socializing  with  other  participants     !' 
and  came  away  with  a  positive  attitude  about  t 
their  experience.  j 

"Now  we  are  all  having  fun,"  said  Darwin       1 
Raquel,  Nursing  sophomore. "But  at  4  a.m.  we 
will  know  why  we  are  really  here.  We  are  here 
to  get  a  new  perspective  on  how  thousands     ' 
live  every  night." 

"For  one  night  it  is  not  that  bad,"  Nick  Sulli- 
van, Arts  &  Sciences  sophomore  said.  "It  is  badj 
for  [those  who  deal  with  this]  for  a  lifetime. 
It  is  easier  for  us  to  do  it  because  we  are  here 
with  friends;  not  everyone  has  that." 

Sully  thanked  all  the  students  who  came 
to  the  sleepout  and  reminded  them  of  the 
seriousness  of  what  they  were  doing.  He  told 
them  that  over  400  people  sleep  at  the  Siena/ 
Francis  House  every  night  and,  unlike  the 
students,  they  could  not  go  back  to  a  warm 
dormitory  and  a  hot  breakfast  after  one  cold 
night. 
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it's  simply  not  fair.  For  those  who 
have  been  living  under  a  rock,  or 
just  don't  dig  TV  politics,  here's 
what  happened. 

In  2004,  Jay  Leno  said  he  would 
retire  from  Late  Night  in  2009  and 
give  it  over  to  Conan.  So  Conan 
moved  to  Jay's  Tonight  Show  spot 
and  Jay  moved  an  hour  earlier. 
Both  shows  had  low  ratings  and 
NBC  officials  decided  to  change 
it  back  to  the  way  it  was.  Conan 


rejected  the  plan  and  NBC  paid 
him  $33  million  and  his  staff  $1 2 
million  to  walk  away  and  give  Jay 
his  show  back. 

Rallies  and  support  rolled  in. 
From  "I'm  with  Coco"  rallies  in 
major  cities,  to  Facebook  groups, 
to  the  3.4  million  viewers  of  his 
final  episode,  it  felt  like  everyone 
was  against  NBC's  decision,  and 
rightly  so. 

Basically,  NBC  moved  Conan, 


his  crew  and  their  families  out  to 
Los  Angeles  only  to  fire  everyone 
seven  months  later.  There  is  no 
excuse  for  that. 

There  are  also  no  excuses  for 
those  who  didn't  watch  the  last 
episode  of  The  Tonight  Show  with 
Conan  O'Brian.  None.  If  you  have 
ever  enjoyed  an  early  episode  of 
The  Simpsons,  a  late-'80s  Satur- 
day Night  Live  sketch  or  any  of  his 
late-night  monologues,  you  owed 
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For  many,  Creighton  will  never  be  the  same 
after  the  loss  of  a  great  friend  over  the  sum- 
mer. 

Jonathan  Colby,  21,  was  a  senior  chemistry 
major  beginning  his  summer  class  and  living 
in  Opus  Hall  when  he  was  found  dead  by  his  2 
roommates  Julys. 

His  mother,  Nancy  Colby,  spoke  of  him  as 
a  person  who  loved  doing  different  things; 
from  working  the  chemistry  lab,  to  cooking 
Christmas  dinner  when  she  came  down  with 
the  flu  to  playing  golf  every  Sunday  with  his 
father,  he  always  had  something  to  do  and  he 
did  it  with  a  smile. 

"I  can  say  he  really  was  the  kindest  person 
I  have  ever  known,  he  never  said  a  bad  thing 
about  anyone,"  she  said.  "He  was  just  one  of 
those  people  who  walked  into  a  room  and 
everybody  wanted  to  talk  to  him." 

When  his  parents  and  two  sisters  came 
to  visit  in  May,  he  showed  his  younger  sister 
around  campus  to  his  favorite  spots:  the  grass 
outside  the  student  center  where  he  played 
frisbee,  the  fitness  center  where  he's  play 
pickup  games  of  basketball  and  the  Creighton 
mall.  He  loved  this  place  so  much,  his  mother 
said  it  rubbed  off  on  them. 

"There  is  nothing  negative  I  can  say  about 
Creighton.  Jon  wanted  to  go  into  pre  med, 
and  now  his  sister  is  thinking  about  going  to 
Creighton  for  nursing,"  his  mother  said. 
Colby  passed  away  June  8,  the  day  summer 
sessions  started.  Dan  Meyer,  senior  Arts  &  Sci- 
ences major,  had  been  roomates  with  Colby 
for  two  years.  He  agreed  that  Colby's  cooking 
stood  out. 

"He  would  always  offer  us  whatever  he  was 
making,  baked  ziti  or  anything,"  Meyer  said. 
"He  was  one  of  the  most  friendly  people, 
I  mean,  that  was  just  his  essense  and  that 
shone  through  his  cooking." 

Tonya  Winegard,  Assistant  Vice  President 
for  Student  Life/Student  Services,  got  a  call 
in  her  office  that  morning  that  something 
critical  had  happened  in  Opus  Hall.  She  didn't 
know  it  yet,  but  Colby  had  died.  When  she  got 
there,  paramedics,  police  and  other  university 
administrators  who  had  also  sprinted  form 


it  to  Coco  to  tune  in. 

And,  man,  was  it  worth  it.  His 
monologue  was  hilarious,  his 
guests  -Tom  Hanks  and  Steve 
Carrel  -  were  brilliantly  witty  and 
thoughtful,  and  his  goodbye 
and  thank-you  to  his  fans  was 
heart  wrenching.  The  entire  show 
ended  with  Conan  playing  guitar 
along-side  Beck,  Billy  Gibbons 
from  ZZ  Top  and  Ben  Harper  with 
Will  Ferrel  singing  vocals  to  Free 


their  offices  to  the  hall  met  Winegard  with  the 
same  confusion. 

Public  Safety  provided  the  initial  response 
and  checked  for  life  signs  upon  arrival,  said 
Dave  Peterson  with  public  safety.  The  91 1 
Emergency  Center  was  contacted  for  a  rescue 
squad  and  OPD  response. 

"We  secured  and  protected  the  scene  and 
assisted  all  external  response  agencies  and 
internal  departments  that  were  involved 
with  the  incident,"  Peterson  said  in  an  email 
interview. 

In  Hartland,Wis.The  Rev.  Andy  Alexander, 
who  was  in  the  area  on  a  visit,  was  contacted 
and  he  met  with  the  family.  Hours  later,  Col- 
by's parents  and  two  sisters  arrived  in  Omaha. 
"Within  five  minutes  we  knew  the  roommates 
were  involved,  we  knew  the  police  were  ask- 
ing questions,  we  knew  we  had  a  tragedy  on 
our  hands/'Winegard  said. 

The  first  few  minutes,  she  knew  nothing. 
One  roommate  called  for  help,  saying  Colby 
wouldn't  wake  up  and  five  minutes  later 
police,  the  entire  Residence  Life  staff  and 
Student  Services  were  there,  assisting  police 
where  they  could. 

While  Winegard  couldn't  provide  much  to 
the  police,  her  role  was  to  assure  students 
that  there  was  not  a  threat  on  campus  and 
she  would  explain  things  when  she  could. 
She  picked  up  Colby's  family  at  the  airport 
and  stayed  with  them  while  they  were  in 
town. The  next  night,  June  9,  the  commons  of 
Opus  Hall  were  filled  to  capacity  with  friends, 
his  parents  and  sisters,  university  officials  and 
Jesuits. 

"That  was  a  more  intimate  place  (than  the 
church),"  Winegard  said.  "It  was  just  a  time 
for  all  of  us  to  gather  and  really  just  be  sad 
together  and  share  stories." 

While  it  was  a  somber  setting,  Winegard 
said  that  was  a  moment  when  she  saw 
"Creighton  at  its  best,  when  every  student 
was  open  and  considerate,  acting  as  a  com- 
munity." 

Susan  Naatz,  Associate  Vice  President  for 
University  Ministry,  gave  a  reflection  at  a 
memorial  service. 

"We  can't  understand  what  happened  and 


we  don't  have 
answers," 
Naatz  said 
in  her  reflec- 
tion. "This  just 
doesn't  make 
sense.  Some- 
times we  can 
only  stand 
and  look  at 

the  mystery.   But  we  do  know  this. .  .Our  God 
who  loves  Jon  was  with  him  and  never  left  his 
side.  And  God  continues  to  be  with  him  and 
will  continue  to  be  with  us. 

"Jon  was  loved  by  so  many  and  he  continues 
to  be  loved  and  cared  for  by  both  our  God 
and  by  us.  That  is  not  a  mystery." 

She  said  people  gathered  to  be  consoled 
and  trust  that  God  was  present. 

"We  who  are  family,  friends  and  members 
of  the  Creighton  community  have  come  to- 
gether because  our  understanding  of  human 
love  says  that  when  one  of  us  suffers,  we  all 
suffer,"  she  said. 

No  cause  of  death  has  been  revealed,  as 
only  the  parents  have  the  coroner's  report. 
Newspapers  soon  after  the  even  listed  the 
cause  of  death  as  a  possible  overdose  of  pre- 
scription medication. 

While  Winegard  would  not  speak  to  Colby's 
cause  of  death,  she  did  say  this  even  has 
triggered  the  administration  to  recommit 
their  efforts  to  explain  to  students  how  to 
confront  their  friends  or  themselves  if  they 
have  a  problem  with  drinking,  drugs  or  other 
destructive  behaviors. 

"If  you're  concerned  for  a  friend  ~  a  friend 
is  in  trouble  ~  there  are  recourses  ori  campus 
for  you." 

Drug  and  alcohol  counseling  services  are 
available,  resident  advisers  and  directors  can 
point  students  in  a  direction  of  where  to  find 
help. 

In  the  past  five  years,  Winegard  has  had 
fewer  than  1 0  students  be  reported  for  abus- 
ing prescription  medication  and  said  it  can  be 
hard  to  identify  when  it  is  being  abused. 

"We  are  not  immune  to  the  problems  facing 
outside  society,"  she  said.
